at Chantilly from Twickenham. It is 
said to be worth about $1,000,000, and 
will shortly be thrown open to the 
public.

The Rembrandts are said to be the 
finest in existence. Among them are 
"The Night Patrol" and the "Besur- 
rection of Lazarus," which the Czar 
offered to purchase a few years ago 
for $140,000. That portion of the col- 
lection known as the "GallPrie des 
Oonquetes" is alone worth §350,000. 
Many of the pictures now belonging 
to the Duo d'Aumale were formerly 
tho property of the Prince de Salerne, 
his fath"ei-in-law, from whom he in- 
herited them. They formed the nn- 
clens of the entire collection, which 
has been gradually increased for the 
last five and twenty years. 


The Court of Cassation al Brussels 


has given an important decision rela- 
tive to the privileges of priests in what 
is called professional secrecy. The Abbe 
Wautelet bad received from a member 
of his congregation the confidential 
declaration that he was about to fight a 
duel. The priest gave information to the 
police, who took the proper steps to 
prevent the meeting; but the Abbe, on 
being called to give avidence before 
the examining magistrate, declined to 
do BO on the ground of his sacred func- 
tions. He was fined 50f., and he hav- 
icg appealed against that judgment, 
the conrt has now confirmed the sen- 
tence.mling that all citizens are bound 
to enlighten jubtioe.and that the priest 
cannot claim the benefit of article 458 
of the Penal Code of 1862 unless he 
has received the communication 'in 
confession; outside of that limit he 
caunot claim "professional secrecy."

Tlie people occupy- 
ing that portion of the gallery where 
the commotion had begun rushed towards 
the exit from the gallery, and almost 
crazed with fear, pushed and fought their 
way into the narrow stairway leading to 
Sixteenth street The stairway is only 
four feet wide, and within three or four 
steps of the bottom makes a sharp turn. 
Before it reached the vestibule, the crowd 
of maddened women rushed down the 
stairs and would probably all have reached 
the street in safety, but at the bend in the 
stairway an aged and very stout woman 
fell headlong down stairs, and 
be- 


fore she could regain her feet the frantic 
ctowd pressed on toward the vestibule 
and came upon the form and those in the 
foremost ranks upon her. In a moment 
the passage-way was choked and a scene 
of the wildest confusion and most intense 
excitement ensued. The crowd in the 
rear pressed on with almost irresist- 
ible force, and nothing could be done to 
stop their advance. The crazed women 
fought 
their 
way 
toward 
the 


ehoked up stairway tramping upon those 
who had fallen in front a,nd crushing the 
life out of them. They screamed and 
fought like maniacs, and every effort to 
hold them back so that the stairway 
could be cleared, was 
of no avail. 


Father Whyte and several other priests 
who were in the church parlors at the 
time the panic occurred, rushed round to 
the front of the church and assisted by 
patrolmen, by main force dragged out 
some of the women who were lying 
on the stairs.
